Blow InSectionsof Alabama; 
Heavy Rain, Hail Reported 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Feb, 9, 
Twenvy-one persons were injured, 
one seriously, early Tuesday as 
windstorms, accompanied by tor- 
rential rains and hail, lashed Ala- 
bama, 

Several dwellings were demol- 
ished, trees were blown down, and 
business and industrial buildings 
damaged by the storms. 

At Eufaula, in Southeastern 
Alabama, R. L, Finley, his wife 
and four children were hurt when 
their farm home was smashed, 
along with several others, 

Will Jackson, negro invalid, was 
blown 50 feet from his house, He 
was taken to a hospital at Eufaula 
where his wife and daughter also 
were treated, 

Damage to farm livestock was 
small, although several cows were 
killed by trees. 

At Bridgeport, in extreme 
Northeast Alabama, several homes 
were destroyed, and half a dozen 
business and industrial buildings 
damaged. A dozen persons were 


treated for cuts and bruises, but 
none was seriously injured, 
The roof was blown off the 


Browning Hosiery Mill, and oper- 
ations there were suspended pend- 


ing repairs, The roof of the 
Bridgeport High School also was 
severely damaged, and classes 
were called off. 

A five-inch rain drenched Do- 


than and several downtown stores 
there suffered from flooded base- 
ments. Several homes just out- 
side the city limits were unroofed 
and the municipal power plant 
was flooded for several hours. 

The Muscle Shoals area felt the 
high winds, but damage was con- 
fined principally to trees and small 
buildings. Rainfall there measur- 
ed 2.55 inches, 

The storm ended, for the time 
being at least, unseasonably high 
temperatures over North Alabama. 
Birmingham felt cold winds, in 
sharp contrast with the maximum 
temperature of 80 degrees yester- 
day. Hail fell here at 2:45 a.m. 
during a freak thunderstorm. 

Freezing temperatures were 
forecast for North Alabama Tues- 
day night.

—There are few things on the 
farm of as much importance as 
is the separation of livestock. A 
bruised calf or pig cannot grow 
as it should or fatten as you would 
like for it to. The larger hogs 


or cows impose upon the smaller) 


ones and for this reason it is very 
necessary for us to arrange for 
separate feeding places, It is very 
easy to separate the pigs, as you 
can build a pen with holes so 
small that the larger hogs can- 
not get through, but it is pretty 
hard to separate the cows except 
by hand. The pigs should have 
& separate pen and the small 
calves and yearlings should have 
a separate pen. All livestock 
should be penned every night for 
protection, attention and for the 
saving of the fertilizer.

Value Bringing $7,397,00 
To Alabama Farmers In’36

DOTHAN, Ala, Feb, 138,—Pea- 
nuts, known across plantation 
lands since slavery days as “goo- 
bers," have become in recent years 


one of the South’s major crops, 
The estimated 1986 value was 
$44,150,000, 


In Alabama, of which this city 
is “the peanut capital,’’ the crop 
has become third in value, being 
eclipsed only by cotton and corn, 
Agricultural experts say the same 
undoubtedly is true in other 
states, particularly Georgia, which 
leads in peanut production, 

Uses, domestic and commercial, 
to which the lowly “goober” may 
be put are almost unlimited, 


They go into candy, provide 
good hog feed, make butter popu- 
lar in picnic sandwiches, and their 
oils are used commercially, Re- 
cently experiments have been made 
in treatment, of infantile paralysis 
victims with peanut oi! massages, 


Parched and boiled “goobers”’ 
long have been a Southern deli- 
cacy, 

The “peanut belt’ stretches 


from Virginia to Florida across 
Texas and Oklahoma. It produc. 
ed 1,300,540,000 pounds in 1936, 
The 1986 estimate of crop values 
issude by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture follows:

The U. S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment estimated the average value 
per pound in 1936 was 3.4 cents. 
This did not include subsidy pay- 
ments for crop control cooperation 
or otherwise. 

Acreage was reduced sharply in 
many states during the last crop 
year as compared with 1935, there- 
by curtailing production as much 
as 10 to 20 per cent in some 
states, 

Peanuts are among the easiest 
crops to cultivate, growing with- 
out aid of fertilizer in most South- 
eastern soils. Besides, the vines 
make valuable hay, and hogs may 
be turned into peanut fields to do 
their own harvesting. 

A variety commonly known as 
“runners” predominates in the 
Southeast although Valencia and 
Spanish varieties are widely cul- 
tivated. The latter types process 
more oils and meats and are there- 
fore more valuable. 

But, the runner types mature 
usually in October—just when the 
deep South planter is finishing his 
cotton picking. Spanish nuts ma- 
ture usually in September, 

Another “advantage,” when 
hogs are permitted to harvest the 
peanuts as fattening material, a 
vast store of nitrogen is left in 
the earth. Th peanut is a legume 
and follows its “brother” plants 
as a nitrogen storer. 

Oils are used principally as veg- 
etable compound substitutes and 
generally in cooking.
